Blancnard, who had formerly been at- 
tentive to her, then sent a bullet into her 
«wn brain, killing herself 
instantly. 


Blanchard is suffering from two bullet 
wounds, one In the nose and the other 
through the breast, but it is believed he 
will recover. 


Miss Veitre lived in that section of 


Dedham known as Islington, with her 
mother and brother, her tather being 
dead, and sh« had known Blanehard for 
more than a year, the latter bein? em- 
ployed as a blacksmith at East Walpole. 
About a year ago Miss Veitze came to 
East Walpole, where for a few weeks 
ebe worked as a waitress in a restau- 
rant. 
During that time, and for a 


while after she left East Walpole, Blan- 
chard paid her much attention. He dis- 
continued his attentions to her recently, 
end it is said the girl had since that 
time been exceedingly jealous of him. 


Late yesterday afternoon Miss Veitze 


came from her home in Islington to 
East Walpole on an electric car, and, as 
later events seemed to prove, for the 
expressed purpose of taking Blanchard's 
Ufa. 
The latter was in the habit of re- 


timing from work on his bicycle to East 
tValpole, where he boarded and lodged. 
Aliss Veitze was well acquainted with 
this fact, and proceeding down the road 
about three-quarters of a mile, after 
leaving the electric, she awaited his 
coming. 
There are several houses in 


the vicinity, the nearest to the scene of 
the shooting being that occupied by An- 
drew Urquhart. 


A few minutes after 6 o'clock Blan- 


cbard made his appearance upon his bi- 
cycle, and as he neared the spot where 
the young woman was awaiting him, 
she drew a 22-calibre revolver from her 
pocket and tired full in his face, the bul- 
let striking him in the nose. He pitcheil 
from his wheel, and a moment later a 
second shot penetrated his, breast bone. 
Then, thinking she had accomplished 
what she desired, Miss Veitze turned the 
weapon upon herself and sent a bullet 
crashing through her right temple, dy- 
ing almost instantly. 


There was no witness to the firing of 


the first shot except the giil and her 
victim, but Mrs. Urquhart, who had 
been startled by the first shot, ran to in- 
vestigate, and was .lust in time to see 
the girl as she fired the two succeeding 
shots. Mrs. Urquhart at once gave the 
alarm. 


Blanchard is 24 years old, and is 


known as a steady, industrious me- 
chanic, who has been in the employ of 
F. W. Bird & S«ns for two years past. 
It is impossible to get any statement 
from him, as in his weak condition his 
physicians refuse to allow him to talk 
•Ten if he were disposed to do so.

THE GUILT OF MOLINEUX 


A 


Has Been Clearly Established, In the 


Opinion of Counsel For the People, 
Who Says Prisoner Has No Defense 
to Offer—Case Now lu Judges' Hands 


Buffalo, June 20.—The fate of Roland 


B. Molinettx, convicted of murder, as 
the poisoner of Mrs. Katherine J. Adams 
at New York in in»cernber. 1898, is in 
the keeping of the seven judges of the 
court of appeals, who, for three days 
past, have been listening to the argu- 
ments for aud against a new trial. 


The appeal was finally submitted at 


1-35 o'clock yesterday afternoon and 
the decision will not be announced until 
some months hence, when the court 
sits at Albany for the fall term. Th« 
strange crime with its complicated plot 
and manifold mystery retains a strong 
hold upon popular interest, and the 
crowd that sought admission to the 
court room yesterday was large and 
more determined than ever. 
Excited 


men fought for places near the glass 
doors where they might see the actions, 
if they missed the words, of the closing 
scenes of the notable argument, and the 
bailiffs liad to resort to foroe to restrain 
them. 


The principal speaker was 
former 


United States Senator Hill, advocate of 
the cause of the people, who still had 
over three hours of his allotted time 
left when court opened, at 10 o'clock. 


He spoke until 11:15, and John G. 


Milbnrn, attorney for Molineux, was 
heard for 20 minutes in concise reply. 


Mr. Hill was again forceful and elo- 


quent, and devoted his best efforts to 
convincing the court of the. alleged guilt 
of the abused. 
He declared that the 


question'of guilt was the main issue 
in the case, and warned the court not 
to fecert a plea that dealt in technicality, 
nnd urged objections to acts and rul- 
lugs that had not substantially affected 
the rights of the accused. 
If 
the 


courts M ere to be thus swerved from the 
path of duty he suggested that the 
murderers might organize a trust and all 
enjoy freedom. 


In a dissertation on the law as to the 


admission of testimony as to another 
crime, and the use of conceded and dis- 
puted writing for the purposes of com- 
parison, he led the court down a Ions; 
line of authorities find decisions, all 
aimed nt sustaining the use of the Bar- 
net evidence, and the policy of the lower 
court toward the exhibits of handwrit- 
ing at the trial. 
In this admirably 


told story of the law, he made frequent 
reference to the famous Tlcbborne case 
in England, tracing a similarity in the 
admission of certain writings to prove 
perjury on the part of the luckless claim- 
ant, and in the policy of objection and 
obstruction on the part of the defense. 


In finally summing up he reviewed 


the points previously made by him, and, 
step by step, traced out the main fea- 
tures of theory Of the people. He re- 
viewed the forged correspondence with 
the patent medicine dealers, and pro- 
claimed Molinenx as the author of the 
letters, the enemy of Harry Cornish and 
Henry C. Barnet. the compounder of 
the rare cyanide of mercury used in 
both crimes, and the tnnu who mailed 
the fatnl potion that killed Mrs. Adams. 
lie dwelt lengthily upon the failure ot 
the prisoner to offer a defense, and 
reiterated his assertion that he had none 
to offer. 


Mr. Milburn's reply was largely de- 


voted to an answer to personal criticism 
«ud pnrticularly to Mr. Milburn's illu- 
sion to the fact that throughout his 
speech he had not once expressed his 
personal conviction of the innocence 
of the man for whom he pleaded, but 
its strongest feature wns the indication 
of three points of weakness in the case 
of the people. 


He drew attention to the fact that the 


claim that Ilcnry C. Bnrnet had re- 
r-eivecl poison rested solely upon the 
hearsay testimony of Dr. Douglass, who 
swore that Barnet said the poisoned 
Kutnovv powder came to him by mail. 
That fact 
uuetitablished 
or broken 


down, aud the chain of circumstantial 
evidence, was parted. He also directed 
attention to the fauts that Molineux had 
not bought the bottle holder, and ha<l 
not been identified as the man who hired 
the Koch letter box, without which it 
was impossible to fix guilt upori him. 
He again asserted that seven-eighths of 
the record was made up of testimony 
that wns entirely incompetent and in- 
admissible. 


A conspicuous figure during the argu- 


ment was General Molineux, the aged 
father of the prisoner, whose faee told 
of the strain that the always spirited, 
nnd nt times bitter, review of the case 
had been to him. 


There was no comment at the close 


nnd ns attorneys and spectators left 
their chairs, Chief Justice P'arker called 
the next case. 


Both Mr. Hill an^ Mr. Milbnrn were 


surrounded by ndmirlng friends, who 
proffered enthusiastic congratulations 
for their notable efforts.

Much 


hooting, mingled with cheers, greeted 
the delegates upon their arrival, and 
during the evening the delivery of 
speeches was attended with some dif- 
ficulty from the same cause. 


Henry L&bouchere presided at the 


meeting, and, beside J. W. Sauer, ex- 
commissioner ef public works of Cape 
Colony, many prominent pro-Boers 
were present. 


During the meeting fully 10,000 Jin- 


goes, who had gaihered outside the 
Queen's hall, blocked traffic and neces- 
sitated relays of policemen to keep a 
semblance of order in the crowd. Sev- 
eral mea mounted the parapet of the 
Langham hotel and proposed resolutions 
against the pro-Boer agitation, which 
they declared to have been carried when 
the meeting in Queen's hall terminated. 


The usual speeches were made and the 


usual resolutions 
were carried, amid 


much commotion and excitement. The 
resolutions included an amendment in 
favor of the complete Independence of 
the Boer republics proposed by Baron 
Battersea, for the Radicals, which did 
not meet with the approval of the La- 
bouchere party. 
The meeting ended 


with the singing of the Marseilles. 


Several collisions occurred between 


the crowd outside the hall and the po- 
lice, and the latter had the greatest dif- 
ficulty in handling the assemblage. 'No 
casualties were reported.

after a visit to Mr. Bryan at Lincoln. 


At the conference there were repre- 


sented Populists of all persuasions, pub- 
lic ownership 
was advocated, and 


Freo Silver Republicans, Socialists, 
Single Taxers and Bryan Democrats 
were in attendance. It was stated that 
it was proposed to form a third party 
in Missouri, which should finally bo 
taken up by the dissatisfied in the old 
parties from other states. A committee 
on organization was appointed and in- 
structed to report. 
The committee, 


which represented each element pres- 
ent, submitted the following set of reso- 
lutions as the new party's principles, 
and they were adopted: 


Public ownership of railroads, tele- 


graphs, etc. 


While awaiting the legislation neces-

A graduated income tax, to the end 


that wealth, which receives government 
protection, shall bear its just share of 
the cost of the government.

eral government in sufficient volume for 
business purposes, and that volume fixed 
in proportion to population.

Of course 
everybody realizes the truth of this propo- 
sition, but every homely woman makes 
it her excuse «uicl tponu emphasizing it. 
I much prefer the candor of a young wo- 
man who came in the other day aud aa- 
connced that she wanted a pretty picture 
and didn't care whether it looked like her 
or not.

constitutional assumption of the ex- 
ecutive from performing its duties ac- 
cording to its own light 
and view. 


The after 
struggle became a state 


scandal, for which Governor 
Crane 


alone is responsible. 
The fight was 


then to save the governor's face, not 
to do the public service as all

ture changing the law sroverninfr the 
granting of franchises. The state's ex- 
ecutive signed them, and at the office 
of secretary of state favored friends of 
Senator Quay were given franchises 
In private without money or price be- 
fore the offer was open to the Diiblic_ 
In Philadelphia, the city r-ouncil, unOer 
the new law, passed 14 ordinances. 
\vithout printing them, granting valu- 
able franchises free of cost to the fav- 
ored friends of the senator. John Wan- 
amaker sent a letter to the mayor of 
Philadelphia offering $2,500,000 for the 
franchises that were being given away. 
The mayor threw the letter aside with- 
out opening it, having been someliow 
previously informed as to itg contents. 
He at once signed the ordinances con- 
veying the franchises for nothing. This 
moves the Union to gay:

knew the action would be followed by 
publicity and scathing 
denunciation, 


M the action deserved, but so hard- 
headed hove they become that it gave 
them no manifest hesitation. The state

people of Pennsylvania are not inter- 
ested pnough in their public affairs to 
stay the hands that are robbing them. 
If! is no argument in opposition to this 
to say that bossism is enthroned in Penn 
sylvania. What permits it to be en- 
throned? The easy will of the people 
So long as a favored few are willing 
to do as they do in Pennsylvania for 
selfish interests and so long as the peo- 
?le are content to let them, so long 
will this sort of thing exist.

Claim* the American Locomotive Is 


Very 
Dt>rc.ble —. Both It« Hauline 


Power and F««l Economy Greater 
Than These of tbe EnffltsU Engine. 
The "Coddling" Practice. 


Of criticism of American locomotives 


in England and other European coun- 
tries the motive power superintendent 
of one of the largest trunk line roads 
bad this to sny the other day, says the 
New York Post: 


"I certainly question the statement 


that the American locomotive btiras 
more fuel per ton of freight than the 
English or other foreign locomotives. 
I know, in fact, that the European en- 
gines cannot haul anything like the 
tonnage easily taken by our locomo- 
tives here. These criticisms of so called 
American locomotives on English roada 
In any event are not important for 
there has never been a test of an Amer- 
ican type locomotive In England. On 
the other hand, some years ago the 
Pennsylvania railroad Imported a Lon- 
don and Northwestern railway engine 
end conducted exhaustive comparative 
tests, in which the greater efficiency 
and adaptability of the American loco- 
motive were conclusively brought cut. 
I don't believe the Pennsylvania me- 
chanical engineers got a single new 
Idea from their experience with their 
English engine. 


"The railroads here and in England 


follow different theories in working 
their locomotives. I will admit that our 
engines are not as carefully built as 
abroad—that is, not so much care Is 
taken in finish and to make a fine ap- 
pearance. Certain parts of the engines 
are not as finely polished, and because 
of this Eagiish locomotives do not need 
as much oil, bnt the expense for oil is 
a small item. With the engines turned 
out in this fashion they are 'coddled,' 
as they formerly were in this country 
before tLe poor economy of the practice 
was recognized. 


"One of the anxieties of English rail- 


way locomotive officers is to see that 
thoy do not overwork their engines and 
that thoy are properly 'rested.' 
The 


result is that they are in service much 
less than half the time, while interest 
on thrir cost is running tip without re- 
turn in income earned. 
Under such 


practice an engine at the end of 30 
years is still too good to demolish, and 
It is continued in service on an uneco- 
nomical basis. Xow, as soon as I get a 
new engine in service I am prepared to 
work it as continuously as is possible 
and to hammer its life out in hauling 
traffic over the road with the least pos- 
sible time spent in the shops or Idle for 
any cause. I attempt to see to H that 
at the end of 15 years an engine will bs 
ready for the scrap pile, to be replaced 
by an improved engine. Passenger en- 
gines on this road make 300 miles ev- 
ery day, or practically over 100,000 
miles a year, and we pet close to 2,000.- 
000 miles or'srrvice out of them in 15 
years. 
No foreign locomotive makes 


such a record of daily and continuous 
hard service. 


"Nor are English or other foreign lo- 


comotives called upon to haul the loads 
which are required in this country. En- 
gines on this road, running over a divi- 
sion with grades of from 15 to 30 feet, 
easily haul 3.700 tons in a train, and 
we can crowd them up to nearly 4,000 
tons. They can pull such a load over a 
40 foot grade, with the help of a pusher 
without parting the train. Put such nn 
engine on tin English road, and it 
would do the work of several of their 
engines, and the record of economy in 
fuel consumption for the work done 
and In every other way would startle 
English loccmotive officers. 
But the 


proportions of (his engine are entirely 
different from the so called American 
locomotives w.hose performance has 
been criticised in England. Tho Amer- 
ican builders were limited In their de- 
signs by the clearances of the English 
railway and by other considerations, so 
that their proportions are entirely un- 
like any Ampri^an engine, and their 
perfnrmani-ps, whatever they inny have 
been, furnibh no basis, for judgment on 
American loeoraotU K;."

Tho eightieth birthday cf Judjre Jo- 


seph Easton Gary of Chicago, who 15 
years a^o was brought into interna- 
tional prominence In connection with 
thu trial and execution of the Chicago 
anarchists and who for nearly one-half 
of his life—38 years, to be exact—has 
eerved continuously on the bench of the 
superior conn of Cook county. Ills., re- 
calls the following interesting remi- 
niscences: 


Judge Gary is a product of the state 


of New York, but of Puritan extrac- 
tion. 
He was born at Potsdam, St. 


'Lawrence county, in 15'21. Today he 
Is net only older in point of years and 
judicial service than any other judge 
In Illinois, but he is also perhaps the 
.wittiest, most satirical and In some re- 
spects the most picturesque figure who 
bas ever occupied a seat on the bench 
in the middle west. 


) Though a man of few words, brusque 
•in manner, keen of wit and often cut- 
ting iu EarccEin, seeking neither pub- 
licity nor applause, Judge Gary's pop- 
ularity bas increased as he has ad- 
vanced, says the New York Sun. 
.Snowy haired and bowed with his four- 
score years, he is still alert physically 
and mentally. He pays close attention 
to witnesses, clipping short their ver- 
bosity, reproving their indiscretions 
'and punctuating the questions of conn- 
eel with wit and apt inquiries of his 
own. lie looks like the pictures of 
Adolphe Thiers. 


There are many stories in which he 


figures. One dny in court an alleged 
bigamist was brought before him. Tha 
prisoner bad lived two years with tbe 
second woman in the case. He had 
concluded to plead gulliy on the under- 
standing with the state's attorney that 
bis sentence would divorce him from 
No. 2. Judge Gary leaned over his 
desk aod paid in a kindly voice: 


'•Of r-ourse you fully understand what 


that plea of guilty means?" 


"Yes. your honor." 


. ''And do you understand that If you 
.so plead it will be my duty to send you 
to the penitentiary? 
Do you under- 


stand thnt?'' 


"Yes, your honor. Anything to get 


free." 


Judge Gary grave the accused a pierc- 


ing look. Then in his Inimitable man- 
ner iie fsicl: 


"I suppose there are some things be- 


sides which prison would be a relief. 
Any relative or friend of this defend- 
ant in court?" 


A woman in black stood up on a 


bench and in a voice that sounded like 
a ripsaw iu a knotty plank said: 


"I'm his second wife, judge, yer hon- 


or." 


Without change of voice or facial ex- 


pression the judge went on as if*to 
complete a. sentence. "Some things be- 
side which prison would be a relief. 
You ought to be willing to take three 
yea rs'!" 
1 The prisoner nodded bis assent. 


Then Judge Gary looked over at tbe 


woman iu black. lie seemed to read 
ber in a second. He turued once more 
to the man who bad pleaded guilty nnd 
said: 


"I will give you one year. Yon seem 


to have bad the other two before they 
arrested you." 


No situation in bis court is BO solemn 


or serious as to prevent tbe judge from 
making a joke if his keen sense.cf 
liumor prompts It and It does not con- 
flict with the dignity of his office. Dur- 
ing an important hearing some time 
ngo there was .a slight commotion in 
bis courtroom, and the author of it wn.-. 
grabbed by a bailiff and haled before 
the bar. 


"What are you making all tbis com- 


niotiou about?" sternly asked the 
judge. 


"Please, your honor," replied the cul- 


prit. "I have lost my hat." 


"Is t'.iat all?" said Judge Gary, with 


DO less sternness. "Why, men have lust

He presided in 
the noted murder case of Luetgert, tin 
sausage maker, who was convicted el 
having destroyed his wife in one of tin 
sntjsago making vats nnd subsequent],' 
died under a life s-mtcnce in the Jobe. 
penitentiary. Ir, another case two o;i 
posing atiorsioys showed a \ery VMII 
like spirit in the rnrliest stngo of tl' 
proceedings. The jnd?e saw that tin 
trial would bo indt'liuitrly prolonged li* 
their bickerings, lie called the gonUi' 
men before him. 


"I see that you gentlemen are ppoi!

room and chow each other's ears foi 
awhile. It will save time later on."

It is simply 
tbe way he has marked out for himself, 
and be will not depart from it. Soma 
of the grown tips in the neighborhood 
were mere children when he began this 
habit of milk carrying, and they will 
tell you that they cannot remember the 
day when be has failed to do this er- 
rand. 


After court nowadays the Tenerable 


judge can be seen late in tUe afternoon 
of almost any sunny day in Ontario 
street drawing bia little grandchildren 
about in a handcart. At first sight the 
stranger knows tbe jurist for a gentle- 
man of the old school. He stops tbe 
cartload of jubilant yotith and turns 
his kindly, forceful face alternately 
from the speaker to the youngsters. 
His coat Is black, of an old fashioned 
cut, his trousers are black and wrin- 
kled from ttie knee clear down to hia 
plain, old fashioned boots. 
Loosely 


tied over an expanse of white shirt is a 
soft black neckerchief—a stock, you 
might say, of the period of Henry Clay. 


At noon he eats his frugal luncli 


while Bitting on a stool In a Dearborn 
street restaurant. He has always been 
fond of billiards, bis favorite form of 
amusement, and some years ago pre- 
sided at the tourney of three experts 
held in Central Music hall. 


For a long time after he presided In 


the trial of the anarchists his house 
was guarded by the police, but this was 
not done at his request. Detectives also 
kept him under tbeir eyes in his walks 
about ^he city. But these precautions 
are taken BO longer. Though he was 
often threatened aad warned during 
the excitement following the Hayrnar- 
ket riots, be never showed fear. His 
rulings ia the great trial were sustain- 
ed in the state and federal supreme 
courts, aad his course went far toward 
solving the problem of dealing with' an 
element which had announced its an- 
tagonism to organized society

AUTO VEHICLES FOR WAR. 


Tests to Be field In England »xt 


December. 


American Inventors cf horseless ve- 


hicles •«•!!! bare an opportunity to taUe 
part in tests of the adaptability of their 
machines for war purposes which will 
begiu on Dec. 4 nejct in England, says 
a Washington special to the New York 
Tribune. 
Three prizes of S2,500, 51,- 


250 and .•f.500 respectively arc offered by 
the British secretary of state for war 
for three self propelled Lorries best 
suited to military requirements. 
The 


Lorry is a vehicle for the transporta- 
tion of freight nnd is of a special pat- 
tern to facilitate the handling of mer- 
chandise of all descriptions, bulk and 
weight. The vehicle is to be capable of 
use on rough roads and to a limited ex- 
tent across country and to have a ca- 
pacify ot three tons on the Lorry and 
two tons on a trailer. The maximum 
speed is to bo eight tailes an hour, and 
the driving wheels must be not less 
than nine inches across the tires. No 
restriction is placed on kind of fuel 
or class of engine, steam, internal com- 
bustion or otherwise.'"' In considering 
the merits of the competing vehicles 
attention will be naid to the points of 
cost, economy in weight, durability, ac- 
cessibility of all parts, simplicity of 
design, ease of manipulation, absence 
of noise, vibration and smoke and trav- 
eling distances. The military attache 
at the British embassy in Washington 
will furnish more detailed Information. 


The enterprise of the English mili- 


tary authorities manifested in announc- 
ing this test and in encouraging Amer- 
ican ingenuity to take part Is expected 
to awaken the quartermaster's depart- 
ment of the United States army to the 
matter, and it will perhaps take note of 
the performances of General Greely'a 
automobiles in the signal corps service 
and their utility In several navy yards.

The .dealers' catalogues show the 
growth of the business, and" the old 
Chinese crackers do not take up more 
than a page of the 50 or 60 Illustrated 
pages of the price list. 
The prices 


range from 3 cents for the old time 
packages of gold chop firecrackers of 
the gold dragon brand to an exhibition 
assortment that costs $1,000 %pd in- 
cludes balloons, bombs and set pieces. 
The price of the firecrackers has fallen 
ontil a pack of two Inch cannon crack- 
ers can be bought for 10 cents, which 
Is what the smt.ll gold chop crackers 
used to cost, and extra large torpedoes 
that make twice as much noise as the 
old time sort can be bought at 5 cents 
a box. 


The novelties of this season are In the 


line of water fireworks and balloon fire- 
works, which can be sent up in the 
daytime or at night There are bombs 
that go up in the air and explode and 
let out elephants and fish and as many 
animals as Noah had In the ark to float 
around, with rockets and roman can- 
dles shooting out of them. They can 
be bought with attachments which will 
make music too. 


It will be among the novelties at 


summer resorts to see paper animals 
floating around in the air and whis- 
tling like a fog horn, while out in the 
ocean, or, better still, in a lake, where 
the waves are not so high, goldfish, sea 
serpents and diving devils will swim 
In the water, shooting off stars and fire. 


The companies put up their fireworks 


In assorted cases, so as to save the cus- 
tomer the trouble of picking out what 
he wants or asking advice.

Make Skillful Attempt 


to Break Jail 


FOILED BY WATCHFUL TURNKEY 


John Connors Made a False Motion 


That Led to Discovery of an Elab- 


orate Plan of Escape. Con. 


nors Confesses 


An unusually elaborate and skillful 


attempt to break out of Pittsfield jai! 
on the fart of two North Adams men 
\\as discovered 
last evening by 
the 


watchfulness of Turnkey Xeiglor and 
a jail delivery which was to have tak- 
en place last night at midnight 'u-is 
prevented. 


John Connors and James 
Maxwell, 


prisoners from this city, were the ones 
who had prepared to escape, and Con- 
nors has already confessed the entire 
thing', 
although Maxwell denies that 


he had anything to do with it. Con- 
nors had just completed a term for 
burglary and was serving additional 
time for having' broken 
his 
parole 


from Concord reformatory while Max- 
well is in jail awaiting- the action of 
thft grand jury on the charge of crim- 
inal assault in this city. 


The attempted escape was by means 


of tampering- with 
the 
automatic 


locks of the cells so that while seem- 
ing to be locked they could in reality 
be readily opened, ar.d the prepara- 
tions must have occupied the men for 
some time. 


Connor?, it will be remembered, was 


arrested in April 1900, 
with Martin 


Connors and Walter Worthington, for 
attempting to commit burglary at the 
house of Miss Mao' 
G. Cady 
on 


Church street. 
NO indictment 
was 


found against TVorthington. 
Martin 


Connors was sentenced to 15 months 
and John Connors to one year in jail. 
John Connors' sentence exoired June 11 
but he vas not released at that time. 


Three years ago lie was arrested in 


this city for breaking and entering, 
and sentenced to Concord reformatory 
In February, 
1000, he was 
release.! 


on parole, and his arrest and convic- 
tion for burglar;.- were 
sufficient to 


break this parole. A short time be- 
fore he was to 
have been released 


from Pittsfieia jail Sheriff Fuller receiv 
ed word from Concord that Connors 
should bo kept in Pittsfield jail to com- 
plete his unexpired term at Concord, 
amounting to 1135 days or over thi^e 
years. 


Connors had expected his release 


June 11, and when he was informed 
of this additional term to serve, 
he 


was much downcast. 
It is probable 


that he began to plan for the attempt 
ed escaue soon after that. 


Made "Dummy" l-ocli« 


The preparations for the 
attempt 


had been VST elabo-iUe and the re- 
markable feature of it is that Con- 
nors was able to do so much skillful 
work on the locks and 
doors without 


being discovered. 


Connors has been ill for some time 


and has not been required to work 
and has been given the freedom of the 
corridors during the clay -ime. Max- 
well has been what is known as the 
"hall man" so that both men had plen- 
ty of 
Opportunity to plan the e~can^ 


with each other and although Max- 
well denies complicity, it is certain 
from the fact that his door \vas tam- 
pered with as was Connors, that ho 
was a oarty to it. 


Each cell door in the jail is 
twice 


locked. There is a catch lock at the 
center cf the door,, whirh snars in 
place when tjve door is closed. In the 
doors of Connors' and Maxwell's cell:' 
a small steel wedge had been placed 
under the catch, so that it would not 
catch 
in place and two small pieces 


of wood had be-en substituted for the 
steel catches in the side of the door 
frame. 
These had been painted thr 


color of ?teel and in appearance there; 
was n«»hing to indicate that the door 
\\as not iocked when closed. 


The second lock to the doors is by 


means of a lon.c: ir'on bar -which runs 
along the top? of the cells ami when 
pulled dow'n locks every cr-11 at once. A 
small latr screw hold*; the iron bar 
which catches each door to this rod, 
by removincr this, and replacing the 
iron drop with a piec? of wood cut 
and painted to resemble the original, 
Connors had been ablo to complete his 
scheme for havinsr 
the 
door seem 


loc-ked when in reality he coviiii oii.ni 
it in half a moment from the inside. 


In addition to fixing the doors of 


Connors and Maxwell's thf door lead- 
ing- to the basement had been similar- 
ly treated. 


l>own ,in the basement a bar from 


a window in a bath room had been so 
nearly pawed 
through that two or 


three minutes more Would complete 
the job. 


ITIadc Rope of a Sheet 


Connor? had then torn up his sheet 


and braided it making a rope, which 
when found T, as 
W 
fe"t lo'ip 
urn! 


would have been ma<le longer had he 
not been discovered. The wall which 
he would have had to go over IKK! he 
succeeded 
in 
getting 
through 
the 


basement window is 20 feet high, but 
by tying a stick to the end of the rnpp, 
he could throw it through t the barred 
fence 'on the wall, and in all probabil- 
ity have it hold like an anchor, rhu.^ 
enabling him to pull himself up. 


In addition to all this. Connor.s hail 


obtained a watch, and had timed lh<- 
turnkey on former nighrs leanng thai 
iic was absent just about 10 minutes fit 
midnight for Kup-p?r. 
Tills 
was 
to 


have been the time of the escape la*t 
night. 


The Plan Oltcorered 


The discovery was made as a re- 


Milt of the watchfulness and quick wit 
of Turnkey Zuifjlcr. 
The latter hap- 


pened to be behind Connors when ho 
woni, to his cell la*t evening, and saw 
C'onn-jrH, as he parsed Into 
the roll, 


put his hand 'out towards UK; catch 
and feel of it. 


The furnkey thought little of (his at 


the time, but later, he thought of it 
again, and began to wonder if every- 
thing was all right. 


He decided to rn.-ike some inspection, 


although he knew that every lock had 
boon s-i urely fastened. Knowing that 
attempts ut escape nlways had 
for 


I heir means the door to thf> ba.Kfment, 
ho examined this carefully, and found 
that although m-cmingly 
locked, 
it 


would open with vf-ry little manipu- 
lation. 


He quickly cnlled Sheriff Fuller, nnd 


the two made a cweful examination 


of the entire place. They found the 
nearly sawed bar in the 
basement 


window, and Turnkey 
Keigler 
then 


told of Connors" motion towards the 
lock earlier in.the evening. They went 
at once to Connors' cell, and finding 
the lag screw out of the upper lock 
and the dummy lock in place of the 
read one in the door, they quickly had 
the door open. 


Connor* Tool n'heo Corocrcd 


Connors, who had eyed the two offi- 


cers suspiciously, took the 
discovery 


of 
his 
plans remarkably colly, and 


walked towards them with the state- 
ment. 


"Well, the jig's up. I might as well 


give up now. 
Here are the saws I 


did ir \\ith." and he handed'out two 
saws nuule 
by filing 
the 
edges of 


knives he had secured, and then all 
the other cells- were examined. Max- 
well's was found to be the only other 
one where the locks had been tamper- 
ed \\lth. 
Maxwell, ho\\r-ver, denied 


strenuously that he knew anything 
about it. 


Wearlu;: An f ron Shoe 


As a result of his effort to fn-v 'iin;- 


self, Connors is today wearing what 
is called the "iron shoe " so wf-igntd; 
that while he can walk, it would be 
impossible for him to go very rapidly 
even if ho were free. He is also in n 
cell where he IM more constantly under 
the eyes of the officers. 


Connors paid today that 
he 
had 


marlo his attempt, hud tried hard tc 
get out, and had failed. 
lie said that 


he had done the best he could to out- 
wit the jail officers and that since they 
had shown 
themeplvps smarter than 


he, he would now d « - \ y t 2 his attention 
to remiining- in jai! 
wiThout 
any 


more effort to get out.
